While  collecting  data  for  a  study  on  child  deaths  in  Massachusetts, 
it  became  apparent  to  Department  of  Public  Health  staff  that  there  is  a 
need  for  information  about  programs  and  groups  that  assist  families  who 
have  lost  a  child.    The  loss  of  any  loved  one  is  difficult  to  accept,  but 
the  death  of  a  child  is  probably  the  most  bewildering  and  painful 
experience.    Often,  families  do  not  know  where  to  turn  for  counseling  or 
support  to  help  them  through  the  grief  process.    This  Guide  is  intended 
for  care  providers  who  come  in  contact  with  bereaved  families  and  who 
wish  to  assist  these  families  in  identifying  community  resources  that 
meet  their  specific  needs. 

We  would  like  to  express  special  gratitude  for  the  assistance  of  the 
United  Way,  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  the  Office  for  Children  and  the  Victim/Witness  Program.

Users  of  this  guide  should  be  aware  that  information  about  programs, 
especially  support  groups,  changes  from  time  to  time.    Also,  new  programs 
are  created  periodically  and  may  not  be  listed  here.    An  INFORMATION  AND 
REFERRAL  SECTION  has  been  included  to  allow  for  these  changes.  Agencies 
and  services  listed  in  this  section  are  a  source  of  up-to-date 
information  about  new  programs  and  changes  in  existing  programs. 

Please  note  that  all  telephone  numbers  listed  are  area  code  61 7 
unless  another  area  code  is  given.    Additionally,  all  the  programs  in  the 
Guide  are  non-denominational.
